ilis, was elected its president, con- 
uing in the

L. Shoup, former United States Sen- 
sine from tdaho died at his home to- 
day, ui is sixty-eighth year.

He 
was elected to the United States Senate 
in 1890 and served two terms.

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JUDGE DAVIS DOES NOT DELIVER 
CHARGE IN PATTERSON TRIAL.

Most im- 
pressive was Rand’s attempt to show 
the jury that Young could not have 
shot Gimself. The skeleton which had 
already appeared during the trial was 
brought forward and the attorney 
went over the details of the entrance 
of the bullet and the direction it took 
after entering Young’s body. Durin 
this recital Miss Patterson cove 
her face with her gloved hands.

thorities to pupils or parents shal] be a 
misdemeanor punishable. by expul- 
sion from office and a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $50 for each offense.” 

Gen. Prescott thinks that, if adopted 
this ;entle hint of expulsion and fine 
may stop the exploitin¢ of school-book 
publishers’ wares. As to the proposi- 
tion o° free school books the Constitu- 
tion provides as follows: 

“The State board may cause school 
text-books to be adopted, to be printed 
and published by the Superintendent of 
State Printing at the State Printine- 
Office, and when so printed and puo- 
lished to be distributed and sold at the 
cost of printing, pubiishing and. dis- 
tributing the same.” Art. IX, Sec. 7. 

It appears, therefore, that the people 
bave already prescribed in their Consti- 
tution that school books may be print- 
ed by the State and be distributed at 
the cost price thereof only. The ques- 


tion is whether the Legislature, by 4 


statute, could now gh for the free 
distribution of suc ks. In other 
words, as the ealation has pre- 
seribed a method whereby these books 
may be distributed, can the Legisla- 
ture provide another means? 

It is an established rule of con- 
Struction that where a constitution 
cenfers a power or enjoins a duty, it 
also confers by imptication all pow- 
ers that are necessary for the exer- 
clase of one or for the performance of 
the other. Where the mens by which 
# power shall be exercised are speci- 
fled no other or different means for 
exercise of such power can be im- 
plied, even though considered more 
convenient or effective than the means 
given in the Constitution. 

Where a grant of legislative power 
made in gené@ralfi indefinite terms is 
followed by an enumeration § clearly 
and explicitly made, #uch an enumera- 
tion must be construed as limiting and 
explaining the general terms, 

Under the light of this provision of 
the Constitution and of the decisions 
bearing on such provisions, it would 
appear, therefore, to be a very grave 
auestion whether the Legislature could 
rrovide for the free distribution of 
beoks under the present Con- 
stitution. This doubt is so near a 
certainty that no State officer would 
Warranted in taking any chances 
upon it. It therefore becomes @ mat- 
ter for another constitutional] amend- 
ment..and to that end a careful come 
putation of the expense involved in in- 
crease of taxation, and the experience 
of other Siates, will 4 made and sub- 
mitted to the people in order that they 
may vote intelligently on such an 
amendment. 

The Constitution further provides 
that the text-books so adopted shall 
continue in use not lesa than four 
vears. The new text-books now in use 
must, therefore, continue in use for 
four vears, and the people are protect- 
ert against further change during the 
time that will be required to adopt 
or reject an amendment providing for 
the free distribution thereof. 

There is one feature of the difficulty 
that is within the control of the Leg- 
islature. however, and that is as to the 
cost. There is something evidently pe- 
cullar about the price list. For in- 
stance, an inquiry at a local book store 
cevelops this fact: The California 
State series revised fourth reader, a 
beok of 210 pages, flim bound, with 
wire clasps, costs at who at the 
office of the* Superintendent of 
Instruction, Thomas J. Kirk, Sacra- 
mento, Cal. 53 cents. It is retailed 
at 60 cents to the pupil. A fair price 
for this book would be at wholesale, 
28 cents, that is if it should be sold 


| upon the same basis that the Catholic 


ational new fourth reader is sold at 
the same store. That book is in use 
in the Catholic private schools, is a 
handsome, sewed volumé of 286 
wholesales at 29 cents and retails at 
40 cents, As a matter of fact, as 
between the two volumes, if the Nae 
tronal wholesales at 29 cents, the State 
series book should wholesale at 1 
cents, whereas, it wholesales at 63 
cents. The difference between the cost 
price in the State Printing Office and 
weeleenio price being for the royalty. 
This royalty seems to be the mysteri- 
ous part of the business. These books 
are out of print and use, at this time, 
practically. 

Gen. Prescott has carefully investi- 
gated the present work of the State 
Text Book Board, ani finds that Gov 
Pardee has put that work in 
shape. The new series of readers and 
text books generally will be up to date, 
well’ printed and bound and aold at 
rates that will compare with the east- 
ern prices. This difficulty has therefore 
Leen already met by the Governor. 
T> meet the question of free school 
books, now provided by many States, 
Gen. Prescott will introduce following 
resolution, to be submitted to the peo- 
ple at the next election. and they can 
decide for themselves whether free 
books are desir:d or not: 
“Resolved, by the Assembly. en 
Senate conc that the Legislatu 
of the State of California at its regu- 
lar session com:nencing én the 2d of 
January, A. 1905, two-thirds of the 
members e ct to each of the two 


houses, votin , & favor thereof, here- 
by propos@ that Section 7 of Article 
9 oF the Constitution of the State 
California ded to read as 
ows: 

“Section e Governor, the Su- 


perinterfdent. Pablic Instruction, the 


gosy 

, and the principals of the State 
Normal schools, shall conetitute the 
State ‘Board of Education; and shall 
compile or cause to be compiled, and 
adopt a uniform series of text books 
for use in the common echools through-. 
out the State. The State board must 
cause such text books, when adopted, 
to be prinied and published bythe Su- 
perintendent of State Printing, at the 
State Printing Office, and when so 
printed and published, to be distributed 
to the pupils of the public schools 
The text books so distributed shall 
cortinue in use not Isass than four 
years; and said State board shall per- 
form such other duties as may be 
prescribed by law. The Legisiataré 
shall provide for a board of education 
in each county In the State. The 
county superintendents and the county 
boards of education shal] have — 
of the examination of teachers 
granting of teachers’ with- 
lag their respective jurisdictions.” 

The foregoing is such an amendment 
as wil' bring about, ifadopted by the 
people, the distribution of school books 
free.

MANAGER JIM MORLEY SHoOws IN 
A NOVEL ROLE. 


Will Star as Promofer of an Aero- 
nautic Exhibition to be Given ‘at 
Chutes Park — Baldwin's Ship 
Proves Fairly Successful and May 
do Well Here. | 


Jim Morley, the baseball boss, will 
appear in a new role next Sunday, 
when he will exhibit Baldwin's air- 
ship, the California Arrow, at Chutes 
Park and put the big dirigible balloon 


.Capt. Thomas 8. Baldwin, the in- 
ventor of the “Arrow,” the only air- 
ship which successfully made a flight 
at the St. Louis Fair, returning again, 
is here with his “pet” and has it at 
Chutes Park. He has with him Roy 
Knabenshue, the sky chauffeur. Capt. 
Baldwin, who invented and built the 
“Arrow,” is ai native Californian, 
while Knabenshue, who successfully 
sailed it above the cheering throngs of 
the exposition, is from Toledo, 0, 
Knabenshue is 29 years old. The “Ar- 
row” is a big gas bag, made of closely. 
woven pongee silk and covering a sur- 
face of over 350 yards, which is highly 
varnished and has a capacity of 8000 
cubic feet of gus. It has a lifting 
power, when inflated, of 520 pounds. 
The bag is fifty-two feet long, seven- 
teen feet in diameter and is filled with 
hydrogen gas, made from sulphuric 
acid, and its action upon stee} and iron 
filings. The motor weighs but sixty 
pounds. The frame in which it works 
weighs sixty-gne pounds. The chauf- 
feur weighs 146 pounds, and the bag 
and the net, which surrounds it, weigh 
ninety-eight pounds. Owing to the ap- 
proach to sea level the “Arrow” should 
be able to make a better flight next 
Sunday than that made in St. Louis. 
Capt. Baldwin is looking forward to 
the best experiment yet. The success 
in St. Louis was a dramatic climax to 
an epoch of repeated failures and dis- 
appointments on the part of the 
World's Fair management to secure an 
aeronautic hit.

BARNEY GETS 
THAT RECORD. 


Whirlwind Auto Driving at 
Agricultural Park. 


Notwithstanding Hard Luck, 
Oldfield Makes Good. ° 


New Time for Nine Miles is 
Established at Last. 


Barney Oldfield hopped aboard the 


6:15 Overland last night literally 
beaming with the “smile that wont 
come off.” 


He had reason to be joyful. There 
is now no automobile record for the 


miles inclusive that does not hav¢é his 
name written after it. 

Yesterday this “Peerless” driver—wel! 
named indeed is he—took a big fall 
out of Charles Basle’s time for the 
nine-mile run made at Providence last 
September, and now not a single cloud 
or question rests upon the king of the 
chauffeurs’ title. 

Barney said he would break records 
at Agricultural Park, and he did it. 
He wanted that nine-mile record of 
Basle's, and he got Not by any 
narrow margin of a fractional second, 
but by thirteen of them—nearly @ quar- 
ter of a minute—did this speed mer- 
chant redeem his promise. And to 
show that he was in good faith, he set 
new time for every distance up to ten 
miles, barring the one. Fifty-three flat 
he could do; that other fifth of a 
second—a heart-beat—the space of one 
wink—that he could not quite do, 

Oldfield’s drive was ¢t. its way the 
most wonderful performance ever re- 
corded in the history of automobiling. 
Starting out with all manner of ad- 
verse luck staring him in the face— 
cylinders of his big car out of tune and 
gasoline mixture bad, Barney for an 
hour posed, not as the record-breaker, 
but as the skilled mecharician. Stoup- 


as a mother pets and fondles her baby, 
“ pat here and a spat there. The cir- 
culation water was drained off and re- 
placed. New oil was put into the cups. 
The spark- was jollied up a  Iittle. 
Wheel bearings were whipped into 
shape. The hood was removed and an 
undress warm-up given to the Green 
Dragon. Barney climbed into his car, 
a neat, attractively-dressed young 
athlete in a coat colored like Califor- 
nia’s hills in a rainy midwinter. An 
hour later he ewung out of the seat 
looking like a coal passer—bespattered 
with oll, begrimed with dirt, his coat 
spotted like a frog's back. But all 
those things are in the game, Barney 
says. 

Finally the recalcitrant machine was 
kicked and coddled into somethink like 


Tits proper shape, and Barney signaled 


to “let her go.” 

She went. 

Nothing ever traveled at such a clip 
around cultural Park before. If 
the oll track could have talked, it 
must needs have expressed rare wonder 
at the fleeting, spitting, roaring vision 
of a green devil that sped so swiftly 
over its planed_sufface. 

Barney chopped out the first mile tn 
fifty-three flat and seemed literally to 
fly. The gasoline exhaust from his big 
car rattled with the incessant rapidity 
of a machine gun battery; the illusion 
was completed by the almost unbroken 
tiashes of fire that burst Ike broadsides 
from the cylinder ports at each explo- 
sion. A thick, choky trail of black. 
unconsumed gasoline vapor, like the 
billow smoke that pours from a battle- 
ship's funneis under forced draught, 
followed the course of this wonderful 
effair of steel and ru»ber that wag to 
make of distance a farce and of Father 
Time a jest. 

Announcer Bill Pickens did a contin- 
uous performance stunt with his meg- 
aphone—no sooner would be announce 
that Barney had broken one record 
than the annihilator of space would 
flash past the stand again and earn 
further honors with another. But 
Pickens did not seem to mind his part 
of the work a bit; he told the tale as 
if he really enjoyed it. 

Not a single mile of the record nine 
did Oldfield take over fifty-five seconds 
in traversing. Nor did he beat fifty 
three. For consistent, careful running, 
the performance was a world’s record 
in itself. The big machine was open 
to the limit of its capacity and for once 
Oldfield could say with a clear con- 
science that he had not another ounce 
of power left. The manner in which 
he made the turns was perfect: he 
missed no opportunity to take the 
shortest course. So mathematically ex- 
act was his driving that a dollar in his

By selecting for the various positions 
at his disposal the best men he can 
find, he will avoid an initial mistake 
such as has spoiled the administration 
of many a well-disposed executive. As 
the average citizen is pretty well 
known by the company he_ keeps, 
so is the average Mayor known in a 
large measure by the character of his 
appointments. 


ROGRESS OF TEXAS. 

A writer in a recent issue of The 
World's Work gives some interesting 
facts concerning the progress of the 
State of Texas during the past few 
years. It will surprise most people 
to learn that the Lone Star State is 
now the fifth State in the Union in 
point of population, the States which 
surpass it in this respect being, in the 
order named, New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Illinois and Ohio. If the present 
rate of increase in the population of 
Texas continues, it will pass Ohio be- 
fore 1920, Illinois before 1930, Penn- 
sylvania by 1949, and New York by 
1950, gaining the distinction of being 
the most populous State in the Union 
as well as the largest in area. The 
area -of Texas is nearly one-third 
larger than that of all four of the 
States named. “If it were as densely 
settled as New York now is, it would 
contain 41,000,000 souls: and when it 
becomes as lIdensely populated as 
Engiand or Germany is, it.will con- 
tain 95,000,000.” 

For many years Illinois held the su- 
premacy as the State having more 
miles of railroad than any other 
State in the Union. Now ethis dis- 
tinction has been taken away from II- 
linois by Texas, which has 11,517 
miles of main track. It is a surprise, 
too, to find that the exports from Gal- 
veston are now: greater than those 
from Boston, Baltimore or Philade!l- 
phia. ‘New York and New Orleans 
are the only cities which ship more 
outward-bound goods than Galveston. 
It is confidently predicted that “Gal- 
veston will exceed New Orleans in a 
very short time, and become the sec- 
ond exporting city. of America.” 

Texas is a great State, and is, per- 
hans, a little “long” on predictions. 
But, as a rule, our highly-esteemed 
sister State is by no means “short” 
when it comes to the matter of fulfill- 
men‘. “Texas produces about one- 
third of our whole cotton crop. More 
wheat is now shipped thence than 
from both New York and New Or- 
leans. Galveston is nearer the trans- 
Mississippi wheat fields than any At- 
lantic port; and the Panama Canal 
will bring it very much nearer than it 
now is to the Pacific ports of both 
North and South America.” 

The “star of empire” seems to be 
moving in a sou’-sou’-west direction. 

Cali- 
fornia, it may be remarked in passing, 
is getting a fair share of the good 
things that go along with the move- 
ment of the aforesaid star.

Mr. Cowles, Dr. Lawton 
cnd Mr. Smith were invited by the 
Stimeons to be their guests in an au- 
tomobile trip from San Francisco to

Missourians Stay at Home. 

Missouri is one of the largest States 
in the country and the most populous 
of the States beyond the Mississippi. 
Into it have gone ty thousands each 
year immigrants from other States, 
rut from it: few emigrants go and a 
‘man from Missouri” is therefore a 
rarity in most parts of the country,’ 
particularly in the East aid along the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

There are only 3300 natives of Mis- 
couri in the State of New York, a 
smaller number than there are natives 
of either Georgta, Michigan, California, 
North Carolina, Rhode Isiand, South 
C..rolina, Illlinois, or the District of 
Columbia. 

Smail as is the Missouri colony in 
New York, it is larger than the Mis- 
sourt colony in any other city of the 
country,.with the single exception of 
Quincy, IL, which is near enough to 
the Missour! boundary line to get fre- 
quent accessions from that State. Mis- 
souri people de not come East except 
for brief visits, and few go to the 
Northwest, though that is largely made 
up of newcomers, not only from Eu- 
ropean countries, but from other Amer- 
ican States. Moreover, by the last cen- 
sus there were only 400 natives of Mis- 
souri in Galveston and only i200 in 
New Orleans. In the latter city there 
were 2000 natives of Virginia.--[New

Transmuting Vegetabies. 
The discovery of a means of meta- 
morphosing radishes into potatoer has 


heen made in so solemn a place as the 


Academy of Sciences, Paris. M. Mol- 
liard takes a very young radish, “Pas- 
teurizes” it in a certain way, and it 
grows up into a fine potato. More 
scientifically, the young radish is culti- 
vated in a glass retort, afier a process 
invented by Pasteur, in a concentrated 
solution of giucose. Starch then de- 
velops plentifully in the celle of the 
radish, which swells out, loses its pep- 
periness, and acquires practically the 


consistency. flavor and especially the 
nutritive properties of the potato.—[St.

ATTACK LAW: 


EFFORT TO NULLIFY SANTA 
ANA’S ORDINANCE. 


_ Three Appealed Cases Argued and 


Taken Under Advisement—Divorce 
Granted in Chinese Case—Death 
of Well-known Citizen—Plans to 


improve Newport Beach. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 21.—Two more of 


the appealed liquor cases were argued 
today in the Superior Court before 
Judge West. They were the actions 
against Henry Gibbs W. Wilson, fn 
both of which the defendants had been 
found guilty of selling liquor in viola- 
tion of the prohibition ordinance. In 
each instance Recorder Willson, who 
first tried the cases, refused the right 
of jury trial, and it is upon this refusal 


that the appeal was taken to the Su- 
perior Court. Argument 45 heard to- 


day was devoted exclusively to a dis- 


cussion of the right of a city court ot 
refuse a trial by jury, taking the mat- 
ter up along the same lines that was 
followed in the recent similar case 
against Gibbs, which Judge West now 
has under advisement. The cases pre- 
sented today and the former one 
against Gibbs are concerned with the 
same identical points and when judge- 
ment is rendered it will be for all 
three of the actions. Judge West's 
opinion in the matter is awaited with 
more than local interest, because this 
is the first instance In Orange county 
where a Superior Judge has been called 
to pas« upon the right of a police court 
to refuse jury trial. Scarborough &

This is true of statesmen, lawyers, in- 
ventors, physicians, clergymen, con- 
trollers of great enterprises.”
